Celebrated Unique Holiday 


People Fittingly Observe ‘Name Day” 
Of Slavic Alphabet 

The Bulgarian people celebrated a 
unique holiday: on May 24 when 
throughout the country was observed 
the ‘name day” of the Slavic, or Cyril- 
lac, alphabet and of its creators, the 
monks Cyril and his brother Metho- 
dius, It was in the ninth century and 
from the city of Salonica that these 
holy men promulgated thelr alphabet 
which was designed to propagate the 
Christian faith ataong Slavic peoples. 

One of the notable observances 
took place at the Monastery of St. Ivan 
of Rila, in the mountains above Samo- 
kov, where the Bulgarian letter’ creat- 
ed by the apostles from Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew material, were preserved 
from extinction during the ‘Turkish 
domination af five centuries. 

The celebration of the day {is also 
marked by the Orthodox Church to re- 
call the introduction of Christianity 
among the Bulgarian people, and its 
spread to the other Slavic peoples by 
the followers of Sts. Cyril and Metho-
